UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
April 20—Four resolutions on the 
invasion of Cuba were under 
consideration by the Political 


Committee of the United Nations 
General Assémbly as it resumed 
its debate today. 


Two of these resolutions stood 
no chance of receiving the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote for passage 
by the General Agsembly. These 
resolutions had been presented 
by Romania and Russia. 


It was far from certain that 
either. of the other two could 
receive the necessary vote. One 
was presented by Mexico and 
the other by Argentina, Colom- 
bia, Chile, Honduras, Panama, 
Uruguay and Venezuela. 


The political committee was 
expected to act on the resolu- 
tions today. It is possible, dele- 
gates thought, that none would 
receive enough votes to pass the 
Assembly, though one or two 
might receive a simple ma- 
jority, enough to get out of 
committee. 

As the debate was resumed 
today, T. B. Subasinghe of 
Ceylon, this month’s president 
of the Security Council, declared 
that first attempts to overthrow 
the Fidel Castro government 
coming from outside apparently 
having failed, the United Na- 
tions must see to it that the at- 
tempt is not repeated. 


Security Council May Meet. 


A meeting of the Security 
Council on the Cuban situation 
is known to be under considera- 
tion. 

‘Foreign intervention in the 
internal affairs of other nations 
cannot be permitted,” the Cey- 
lon diplomat declared.

Mounting Pressure on Kennedy 
To Intervene Forcibly in Cuba

WASHINGTON, April 20—As 
reports of the setback to rebel 
landings became widespread, 
pressure on President Kennedy 
increased today to intervene di- 
rectly with American force to 
overthrow the regime of Fidel 
Castro in Cuba. But he is at 
this point determined to resist 
these pressures, according to 

White House sources. 

“Reports of what has hap- 
pened in Cuba have been grossly 
exaggerated,” said one of the 
President’s top advisers; who 
would not be quoted by name. 
“We have seen the first of a 
number of skirmishes which will 
take place with greater fre- 
quency in the near future.” 

This apparently is to be the 
official line for the time being. 
Whether the Administration can 
hold to this line is another ques- 
tion. 

The pressure is coming above 
all from Latin American diplo- 
mats who say that. failure to 
overthrow Castro will have dis- 
astrous results in most countries 
south of the borde:. It will em- 
bolden proCastro forces every- 
where and dishearten the friends 
of the United States. Revolution- 
ary changes in the Castro pat- 
tern can be expected. 

This reporter talked at length 
last night with one of the vet- 


eran Latin American ambassa- 
dors in Washington. He repre- 
sents a Country that has been 
firmly aligned with the United 
States on almost every issue. It 
would be hard to exaggerate his 
gloom. 

“If this seems to end with a 
victory for Castro, I doubt very 
much that I can return to my 


country,” he said. “It is bad | 


enough if you intervene but you 
already in any event are credit- 
ed with intervening. If you fail 
to intervene and what has hap- 
pened is judged a defeat for you 
then it is impossible to foresee 
the consequences.” 


This is typical of the urgent 
warnings pouring into the execu- 
tive offices from every quarter 
as the President finds himself 
in the middle of the worst crisis 
since he assumed office just 
three months ago. Cuba, as it 
has been linked by Moscow with 
Laos, presents the Chief Exec- 
utive with incredibly difficult 
choices.

A Havana broadcasi yesterday 
named Diaz Bencom as the “‘in- 
tellectual director’ of a plot to 
kili Castro. According to the 
broadcast, the conspirators 
planned to assassinate the Pre- 
mier in an interview with him 
on plans for improving opera- 
tions of the national savings and 
housing institute.

An authoritative British source 
said a joint cease-fire appeal 
may be made tomorrow, depend- 
ing on Russian approval. 

Almost immediately afterward 
the Moscow radio charged that 
stepped-up United States mili- 
tary aid to the Laotian army 
was a “provocation” aimed at 
prolonging the conflict, to in- 
crease tension in the world and 
to prevent a peaceful solution in 
Laos.

000 volumes left little time for 
browsing. 

James Edwards, a graduate 
student at Oklahoma University, 
drove here from Oklahoma City 
planning to buy 1000 books to 
stock the shelves of a new store. 
Near the end of the evening, as 


he was pushing his fourth shop- 
ping cart of books toward his 
automobile, Edwards announced 
he would be first in line for the 
second day’s activities.

‘Strong Opposition Certain. 


The incentive tax credit and 
the offsetting recommendations 
for additional revenues are cer- 
tain to meet strong opposition in 
Congress. In his campaign 
speeches Mr. Kennedy specified 
faster depreciation of plant and 
equipment as one way to stimu- 
late industrial growth. 

Several influential members of 
Congress have announced they 
would sponsor legislation for that 
method of reducing corporation 
taxes. Until recently Department 
of Commerce officials were 
working on recommendations to 
that end 


These officials now say they 
have been converted to the credit 
plan which apparently was the 
product of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers. Only re- 
cently was it indicated that the 
Administration had the credit 
plan in mind. 


Officials said it would take a 
great deal of education to con- 
vince Congress and the business 
community that the credit idea 
would bring faster and more 
permanent results than acceler- 
ated depreciation or reduction of 
the corporation income tax rate 
of '52 per cent. 


The message argued against 
faster depreciating or lowering 
of the corporation rate but re- 
garding the more comprehensive 
recommendations promised for 
next year it said: 


“It may be that on examina- 
tion some of the existing depre- 
Ciation rules will begin to be out- 
moded and inequitable, but that 
is a question that should be sep- 
arated from investment incen- 
tives.” 


The President said he believed 
the credit would become a useful 
and continuous part of the tax 
structure. No terminal date was 
set for it but, he said, “it will 
be a new venture and remain in 
need of review.”’ @ 


Foreign Income. 


The recommendations for off- 
setting revenues were compli- 
cated in their treatment of 
foreign income received by 
American corporations and indi- 
viduals. In the main, they were 
to the effect that tax deferral 
until the income was received 
in this country was out of date, 
particularly in the industrially 
developed countries. Special pro- 
visions were urged for the de- 
veloping countries. 


As to individuals who have 


found foreign havens against 


American taxation, the message 
said they should not be per- 
mitted “‘totally unjustified bene- 
fits’ when their “choice of resi- 
dence is dictated primarily by 
their desire to mitimize taxes.”’ 


The plan to withhold 20 per 
cent of the income tax on divi- 
dends and interest followed the 
practice developed on wages and 
salaries. The message, in calcu- 
lating $600,000,000 in additional 
revenue from this recommenda- 
tion, sajd about three billion 
dollars of taxable interest and 
dividends are unreported each 
wear.

To Underestimate Communists == 


Text of His Talk—‘U.S, Not Com- 
placent About Iron Curtain Tanks 
and Planes Less Than 90 Miles From 


Shores.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (UPI). 
Following is the text of President Kennedy's speech 
today, as issued by the White House, to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors: 


THE PRESIDENT of a great democracy such as ours, and 
the editors of great newspapers such as yours, owe a common 
obligation to the people—an obligation to present the facts, ‘to 
present them with candor, and to present them in perspective. It is | 
with that obligation in mind that I have decided in the last 24. 
hours to discuss briefly at this time the recent events in Cuba. 


On that unhappy island, as in 
so many other arenas of the 
contest for freedom, the news 
has grown worse instead of bet- 
ter. I have emphasized before 
that this was a struggle of Cuban 
patriots against a Cuban dic- 
tator. While we could not be ex- 
pected to hide our sympathies, 
we made it repeatedly clear that 
the armed forces of this country 
would not intervene in any way. 

Any unilateral American in- 
tervention, in the absence of an 
external attack upon ourselves 
or an.ally, would have been con- 
trary to our traditions and to 
our international obligations. But 
let the record show that our re- 
straint is not inexhaustible. 

Should it ever appear that the 
inter-American doctrine of non- 
interference merely conceals or 
excuses a policy of non-action— 
if the nations of this hemisphere 
should fail to meet their commit- 
ments against outside Commu- 
nist penetration—then I want it 
clearly understood that this Gov- 
ernment will not hesitate in 
meeting its. primary obligations 
which are to the security of our 
own nation. 

SHOULD THAT TIME ever 
come, we do not intend to be 
lectured on “intervention” by 
those whose character was 
stamped for all time on the 
bloody streets of Budapest. Nor 
would we expect or accept the 
same outcome which this small 
band of gallant Cuban refugees 
must have known they were 
chancing, determined as they 
were against heavy odds to pur- 
sue’ their courageous attempt to 
regain their island’s freedom. 

But Cuba is not an island unto 
itself; and our concern is not 
ended by mere expressions of 
non-intervention and regret. This 
is not the first time in either 
ancient or recent history that a 
small band of freedom fighters 
has engaged the armor of totali- 
tarianism. 

It is not the first time that 
Communist tanks have rolled 
over gallant men and women 
fighting to redeem the inde- 
pendence of their homeland. Nor 
is it by any means the final 
episode in the eternal strauggle 
of liberty against tyranny, any- 
where on the face of the globe, 
including Cuba itself. 

Mr. Castro has said that these 
were mercenaries. According to 
press reports, the final message 
to be relayed from the refugee 
forces on the island came from 
the rebel commander when 
asked if he wished to be evacu- 


ated. His answer was “I will | 


never leaye this country.” 

THAT IS NOT the reply of a 
mercenary. 

He has gone now to join in 
the mountains countless other 
guerrilla fighters, who are 
equally determined that the dedi- 
cation of those who gave their 
lives shall not be forgotten, and 
that Cuba must not be abandoned 
to the Communists. 

And we do not intend to 
abandon it either. The Cuban 
people have not yet spoken their 
final piece—and I have no doubt 
that they will continue to speak 
up for a free and independent 
Cuba. 

We will not accept Mr. Cas- 
tro’s attempts to blame this na- 
tion for the hatred with which 
his one-time supporters now re- 


- gard his repression. But there 


are from this sobering episode 
useful lessons for all to learn. 
Some may still be obscure, and 
await further information. Some 
are clear today. 

FIRST, IT IS CLEAR that the 
forces of Communism are not to 
be underestimated, in Cuba or

Rep. White Explains 
(Telegram) 

Concerning my position with re- 
gards to the St. Louis Board of 
Education reorganization bill, first 
I must emphasize that my opposi- 
tion to the measure is not as to 
what it seeks to do so much as what 
it does not do. 

Whether or not a Superintendent 
of Schools can safely carry the sole 

ity of managing the 
Board’s budget is elementary. But 
whether or not a Superintendent 
should be solely responsible for the 
hiring, firing, promotion and de- 
motion of all non-teaching employes 
without a sound, fair and reason- 
able merit system is not elemen- 
tary. And the absence of such a 
merit system spelled out in the pro- 
posed bill is the reason for my 
strohgest opposition to the bill. 

The statement that I campaigned 
as being in favor of the reorganiza- 
tion is correct. But the reorganiza- 
tion plan proposed by the Board to 
the St. Louis delegation on several 
public occasions specifically in- 
cluded a merit system for non- 
teaching employes. 

The Board did not act in good 
faith. When the bill was introduced 
it contained only a provision that 
‘all employes of the Board of Edu- 
cation who are not governed by the 
teacher tenure statute shall be ap- 
pointed, promoted, suspended or re- 
moved solely on the basis of merit 
under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the Board.” 

To my thinking, this represents 
no merit system at all. House Bill 
429, which I introduced, provides 
that non-teaching employes shall be 
governed by the same statute which 
governs the teachers. 

The language of the bill was cop- 
fed verbatim from the teacher 
tenure statute and yet when it was 
considered before the Education 
Committee the Board of Education 
lobbyist appeared in opposition to 
the bill as the sole opponent. Either 
the Board favors tenure for non- 
teaching employes or it does not. 

Until such time as it makes up its 
mind I must respectfully oppose leg- 
islation which is lacking in the area.

The Notes on Cuba 


President Kennedy has answered Premier 
Khrushchev forcefully and in kind on the sub- 
ject of Cuba. While the Cuban antagonists 
meet in battle, the profagonists in Moscow 
and Washington should have a clear idea of 
the risks of their participation. 

In his note, Mr. Khrushchev accused the 
United States of supporting aggression, 
warned that Russia would give the Castro 
government “all necessary assistance,” and 
argued that such small wars might produce 
chain reactions. 

In his reply, the President answered all 
three points. He stated that while Americans 
inevitably sympathize with the Cuban struggle 
for freedom, the United States “intends no 
military intervention.” He warned that this 
country would act to protect the hemisphere 
against external aggression. He added that 
world peace would be more secure if Russia 
did not use Cuba to inflame the world. 

An elementary fact is that all the American 
republics are joined in a treaty against ex- 
ternal and Communist aggression. Mr. 
Khrushchev certainly knows this. So far his 
policy toward Cuba has not been one of direct 
aggression; his policy has been one of subvert- 
ing a democratic revolution into a totalitarian 
dictatorship and of arming the latter. 

The United States could not be expected 
to remain totally inert in the face of such a 
challenge. Communism has energetically sup- 
ported its cause in many countries, directly 
or indirectly, in behalf of established govern- 
ments or, more likely, against them, as it 
suited the Kremlin. In response, and by na- 
ture, the United States will champion the 
cause of freedom. 

In his own way, Mr. Krushchev evidently 
also recognizes the American reaction. Walter 
Lippmann, reporting on interviews with the 
Soviet Premier, states that “in his book it is 
normal for a great power to undermine an 
unfriendly government within its own sphere 
of interest. He has been doing this himself 
in Laos and Iran.” 

If Mr. Lippmann is correct, Russia does 
not expect to risk war over Cuba. Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s stand against military intervention re- 
duces the risks further. At this moment the 
two powers seem committed to avoidance of 
armed action which would invite dangers be- 
yond the Caribbean area and, indeed, beyond 
clear estimation. 

Nevertheless, military restraint is not a 
conclusive guarantee that the effects of 
Cuban war will be isolated in Cuba. Russia is 
endeavoring to exploit the Cuban conflict for 
propaganda and subversive purposes, partic- 
ularly in Latin America. So far the reaction 
which Mr. Khrushchev said might grow from 
Cuba has been a chain of Communist-inspired 
riots. These hardly demonstrate, in Mr. 
Khrushchev’s words, that “we are sincerely 
interested in a relaxation of tension.” 

The President told the Soviet leader: “What 
your government believes is its own business; 
what it does in the world is the world’s busi- 
ness.” And what the Soviet government :s 
doing is to try to stir up as much difficulty 
as possible for democratic American rep 
lics, using Cuba as an excuse. Thus the Soviet 
propaganda offensive is becoming hemispheric 
business. Whatever happegs in Cuba, Russia’s 
attitude should put the New World on guard. 


Mr. Mitchell’s Victory 

The victory of James P. Mitchell in New 
Jersey enhances the prestige of the liberal 
wing of the Republican party. Mr. Mitchell, 
Secretary of Labor in the Eisenhower Cabinet, 
won the Republican nomination for Governor 
by a substantial plurality in a three-way race. 
He had the support of Gen. Eisenhower in 
the primary and expects it in the campaign 
against the Democratic nominee, Richard 
Hughes, a former superior court judge. 

Mr. Mitchell, who has long entertained am- 
bitions to run for office in New Jersey, was 
sponsored by Senator Case, whose position a8 
leader of the party in the state is now secure. 
If Mr. Mitchell is elected in November Repub- 
lican progressivism will be strengthened fur- 
ther. Messrs. Case and Mitchell could be fac: 
tors in the 1964 national elections. 


Fair to the State | 

The fair employment practices bill approved 
by the Missouri Senate Labor Committee is 
primarily an effort to assure just treatment 
of individuals, but it is a little more than that. 
When a state has a high unemployment rate, 
concentrated particularly in a minority group, 
a good deal of social and economic waste re- 
sults. Labor is wasted first of all. Tax funds 
have to be spent for relief, yet unemploy- 
ment deprives the state of tax funds it might 
otherwise gain. 

A fair employment bill alone cannot re- 
verse the wasteful trend of unemployment, 
but it could remove totally unnecessary bar- 
riers to better use of Missouri’s labor force. 
Thus the bill would contribute indirectly to 
a healthier state economy. Though the House 
has approved such measures in the past, this 
_is the first time one has gone through a Senate 
committee. It should go all the way through 
the Legislature. 


Missile Sites and Fallout 

A University of Arizona weather scientist 
addressing the American Geophysical Union 
at its annual meeting in Washington has 
called attention to a rather paradoxical situa- 
tion involving nuclear fallout and missile 
sites. Dr. James E. McDonald says missile 
sites have been placed upwind as well as 
too close to cities, thus exposing the popula- 
tion more than necessary to potential radio- 
active fallout. 

It seems likely that missile sites would be 
the primary targets in an attack. Missiles are 
becoming more accurate. Thus the distance 
between a city and a military target assumes 
increasing importance. This is a fact that has 
not escaped officials of the Office of Civil 


and Defense Mobilization. But the Air Force, 


when it does take note of such criticism as 
that expressed by Dr. McDonald, says choice 
of sites is largely determined by geological 
suitability, dispersal and use of existing facili- 
ties such as air bases. | 
Certainly a nation that is better prepared 
to survive a nuclear attack will have an ad- 
vantage over the other one. But in the United 
States, civil defense has been largely a matter 
in which each state does as it sees fit and 


none has come up with anything offering " 


much in the way of security. As the House 
Military, Operations Subcommittee said last 


year: “There is a curious kind of unreality 
associated with civil defense, The unreality 


Be, 


lies in the enormous distance which separates 
the need and the means of fulfilling it.” 

President Kennedy last January ordered 
a “thorough-going review” of the nation’s 
civil defense program. That is exactly what 
has been needed for about 10 years. And if 
there can be an improvement in the correla- 
tion between missile sites and civil defense, 
so much the better. 


Death of the School Bill 

Defeat of the St. Louis School Board’s reor- 
ganization bill is deplorable but not unex- 
pected. St. Louis ward politicians for years 
have successfully throttled reform legislation 
of this type on the off chance it might ad- 
versely affect patronage jobs held by school 
system mechanics. The politicians have a 
vested interest in administrative chaos. 

This time, though, the ward groups do not 
have things all their own way. The April 
school election gave St. Louis parents control 
of their School Board for the first time in a 
long while. And for the next four years the 
system will be in the hands of members who 
are dedicated to getting the most possible 
schooling for every tax dollar. This means 
that the Board’s reform-minded majority on 
its own ought to be able to work out within 
the statutes a practical system of “unit con- 
trol,” or administrative direction under Super- 
intendent of Instruction Hickey. “Unit con- 
trol” was the aim of the reorganization bill 
killed in the Missouri House on the flimsiest 
pretext. 

One way of clearing the air for a future 
reorganization bill would be to eliminate the 
vested interest of the Building Trades unions 
in the semi-autonomy of the system’s Building 
Department, where the patronage lies. The 
Kearney report of 1955 recommended that 
the Building Department’s overstaffed and 
inefficient maintenance operation be pared to 
the bone and the work let out on low bid 
to private contractors. This would eliminate 
the patronage interest and, if Kearney is cor- 
rect, save money as well. Kearney said out- 
siders using union labor could profitably 
handle the work at less cost than the Building 
Department, which is a measure of the 
Board’s wasteful operation. The savings could 
be put into reducing the teacher-pupil ratio, 
or into improved quarters for pupils going to 
school in basements. 

For the long pull what the St. Louis system 
really needs is “home rule.” The elected 
Board ought to have the right to operate 
under any administrative system it deems 
proper, not be forced to adhere to rules tai- 
lored in Jefferson City by outstaters to please 
the city’s ward organizations. 


It’s the Humidity 

The results of a study conducted by Dr. 
Kenneth Kingdon, an atomic scientist, sug- 
gest that relative humidity may be a key 
factor in the epidemic spread of virus diseases 
such as influenza. Dr. Kingdon thinks one 
range of humidity (95 to 86 per cent) may 
be highly favorable to the spread of airborne 
virus while one slightly lower (85 to 76 per 
cent) may be likely to kill such virus particles 
promptly. So there may be danger added to 
discomfort on those sweltering days when it’s 
not the heat but the humidity. If Dr. Kingdon 
is right, he also has a partial solution— 
establish decontamination chambers in the 
entrances to buildings so persons who may be 
infected with respiratory virus can walk 
through areas where the humidity is in the 
killing 85-76 per cent range. On the other 
hand nature, which is pretty good at this sort 
of thing, may furnish protection by arranging 
for a killing humidity range at regular inter- 
vals. It is worth keeping in mind. 


Agreement in The Congo 


The Congolese civil war may be nearing an 
end, and the way seems to have been cleared 
for the rehabilitation of the former Belgian 
colony under a Congolese-United Nations 
agreement. This is said with some reservation 
in view of the mercurial nature and the un- 
certain record of Congolese leaders. It is to 
be hoped, however, that the road ahead will 
run smooth. 

Congolese army headquarters has announced 
an agreement under which the rival regime 
of Antoine Gizenga has recognized Gen. Jo- 
seph Mobutu as commander-in-chief. Further, 
a cease-fire has been ordered along the line 
on which the forces of the central government 
and those of the Gizenga regime have been 
facing each other. 

This announcement came a day after rep- 
resentatives of U.N. Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold and President Kasavubu signed 
a new agreement for reorganization of the 
Congolese army. The President also accepted 
the U.N. resolution of Feb. 2k with the un- 
derstanding that the U.N. recognizes Congo- 
lese sovereignty—and about that there is no 
question. The agreement also called for the 
departure of remaining foreign (Belgian) 


military and political advisers not engaged - 


under President Kasavubu’s authority. 

With an end of fighting and clear recogni- 
tion of the U.N. function, it now’should be 
possible to stabilize the country. This has been 
made more difficult by the civil war, but if 
the rival leaders are ready for negotiated ad- 
justments, The Congo’s harrowing birth pains 
should be at an end. 


Laclede Eyes a Check 


The circuit court suit Laclede Gas Co. has 
filed over the check for $1,786,455 it re- 
ceived recently from the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. in “reimbursement for an over- 
charge” is essentially an action involving an 
issue between Laclede and its 365,000 St. 
Louis area customers. Gas consumers are 
accustomed to the process of paying a higher 
price to Laclede when Laclede is required to 
pay a higher price to its supplier, Mississippi 
River Fuel. Naturally they will want to know 
whether they are not now entitled to a re- 
fund. 

The matter is a complicated one and the 
petition for a declaratory judgment should 
bring about an equitable solution. The com- 
pany contends that in the three-year period 
in question Laclede’s customers did not pay 
rates in excess of those approved by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, and that 
it is the lawful owner of the money. Laclede 
should be required to prove its right to retain 
this fund, and it is up to officials of St.’ Louis 
and St. Louis county to see. consumers’ 
interests are fully protected. Consumers will 
want assurance that this is not just a legalistic 
way of avoiding a rebate to them.

low traveler” which they apply to any- 
one who does not agree with them.) 

The old pros in this business like 
John R. Lechner of Los Angeles and 
his Americanism Educational League 
are less likely to espouse a number of 
separate causes, preferring to concen- 
trate on one program at a time. 
‘Twenty years after it had been proved 
conclusively that the Japanese on the 
West Coast and in Hawaii did not com- 
mit one act of espionage, Lechner was 
still talking about the Japanese ‘“‘sub- 
versive structures.” 


On the “Antis’” Agenda 


Support for Lechner’s Americanism 
Educational League comes in large 
part from Walter Knott, of Knott’s 
Berry Farm, Buena Park, who is en- 
gaged in various other causes. He has 
been chosen secretary-treasurer of Ed- 
ucation Information, Inc., Fullerton. 
Through its Educational News Service, 
this group seeks to promote free 
enterprise - pro-America - anti- 
progressive education, distributing such 
statements as: ‘Acceptance of the 
anti-individualistic philosophy of equal- 
itarianism is a necessary prerequisite 
to the approval of socialism or Com- 
munism.” 

Mr. Knott is also treasurer of the 
National Committee for Economic 
Freedom, Los Angeles, an organization 
dedicated to passage of a ‘‘Proposed 
Twenty-third Amendment” pending in 
the House of Representatives. 
amendment says: 

“The Government of the United 
States shall not engage in any business, 
professional, commercial, financial or 
industrial enterprise except as speci- 
fied in the Constitution . . . Congress 
shall not levy taxes on personal in- 
comes, estates and/or gifts.”

Free enterprise speaker Thomas

time chief of staff of Los Angeles 
County General Hospital, now head of 
the Rev. James W. Fifield’s First Con- 
gregational Church Freedom Club to 
fight the ‘“‘Communist-directed plot to 
brainwash the American public through 
mental health programs.” 

“IT scare hell out of people and I 
mean to, to scare them off of dead 
center,” says Sullivan in describing 
his various talks. He also passes out 
a leaflet, ‘What Does Mental Health 
Really Mean?

Crosby’s ever-alert Minutewomen of 
the United States of Americg, Califor- 
nia State Division. 

Mrs. Crosby doubles in brass as an 
organizer of The Network of Patriotic 
Letter Writers, Pasadena. The net- 
work, suggested by Robert Welch’s 
Blue Book of the John Birch Society 
(of which Mrs. Crosby is a vigorous 
member), is circulating petitions seek- 
ing the impeachment of Justice Warren. 

The secretary of The Network of 
Patriotic Letter Writers, Mrs. Mar- 
guerite Johnson, has also mailed litera- 
ture to save the churches of the nation 
from infiltration by alerting various

Profits in Propaganda 


The threat to states’ rights through 
federal participation is also the key to 
the attack on metropolitan government 
carried on by various organized 
groups.

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$75,000 
To Be Paid 


To Barone 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—Senators stared hard today at 
the $75,000 price boxer Sonny 
Liston says he will pay to buy 
back his contract from his con- 
troversial manager. 


It conceivably could uncork a 
new round of hearings by the 
Senate antitrust and monopoly 
subcommittee in connection with 
its investigation of mobster in- 
fluence on big time boxing. 


Liston, top ranked contender 
for the world’s _ heavyweight 
championship, has been hefore 
the subcommittee before. 


Sen. Estes Kefauver, D-Tenn., 
the subcommittee chairman, has 
charged in the Senate that if 
Liston ever dethroned champion 
Floyd Patterson while managed 
by Joseph (Pep) Barone, the 
title would “‘revert to mob con- 
trol.”’ 


Kefauver called Barone a 
front for mobsters who, he 
said, clearly have been muscl- 
ing in on Liston’s ring earnings. 

Liston announced yesterday he 
had bought back his contract 
from Barone on a time payment 
plan. He said he would pay the 
manager $75,000 in the next two

Surprised at Price. 


Members of Kefauver’s com- 
mittee heard of the price with 
the same surprise that greeted 
it in ring circles. They figured 
it was a big bargain. The con- 
tract provided Barone with half 
of Liston’s earnings. Liston’s 
purse for a title bout doubtless 
would bring many times $75,000. 


Announcing his break with 
Barone, Liston dared Patterson 
to face him in a title bout. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., a 
subcommittee member, suggested 
the circumstances invite an in- 
quiry by someone. He said he 
also thought the $75,000 price 
was quite a bargain. 


When asked for comment on 
a possible inquiry into the trans- 
action, Barone said: 

“All I know is that he (Liston) 
bought his contract. He is a 
free agent as far as I’m con- 
cerned. I’m through. I want to 
forget about it.”’ 


Asked about his future as a 
boxing manager, Barone said 
that “yesterday sure put me 
out for the time being. I don’t 
know what the future will bring. 
I’m 50 and I want to protect my | 
health.”’ | 

Kefauver has introduced a still- 
pending bill which would place 
big time boxing under regula- 
tion of a federal boxing com- 
missioner armed with wide 
powers to license boxers, man- 
agers, promoters and match- 
makers, and to dig for the truth 
about any under-the-table deal- 
ings with underworld figures. 


Such a law, Hart said in an 
interview, would provide author- 
ity for the boxing commissioner 
to check into the contract sale. 


“But without such law,” he 
said, “‘we are confronted with 
this problem — should we (the 
subcommittee) undertake to in, 
vestigate this transfer of the 
contract?” - 


‘Might Talk This Over’. 


Hart said that “if develop- 
ments warrant, it might be that 
we would want to talk this over 
with Mr. Liston and Mr. Barone 
at a hearing.” 


Liston, in his first appearance 
before the subcommittee last 
June, told of his troubles with 
police and how his prowess with 
his fists was a factor in getting 
him a parole from prison. He 
said he served terms for robbery 
and assault. 


He said St. Louis police picked 
him up for questioning every 
time they saw him, just on gen- 
eral principles, and held him 
overnight or longer if they didn’t 
like the answers he gave as to 
his reasons for being in the city. 

Liston told the subcommittee 
he never learned to read or 
write because he is one of a 
family of 25 children and had 
to start early to scratch out a 
living. He said he fell into pad 
company at an early age and got 
into the police blackbooks.

A 5-YEAR-OLD OF WHOM I am very fond usually begins 
bis prayers, ‘‘God, I haven't been a very good boy, but I'm 
going to be.” 

That is about the way most of us feel about our lives. 
We have a mixture of re- 
gret for the past and hope 
for the future. And I think 
that is a sound attitude. 
Anybody .who examines 
himself honestly has bitter 
regrets over moral failure; 
but if he is healthy-minded, 
he doesn’t waste time 
wringing his hands; he 
starts the next day with 
an earnest desire to do 
better. And frequently he 
does do better.

As it is, there was at least one error 
that should have been avoided.” 


Some people think of life as a game to be played. 
They understand Arnold Palmer’s acceptance of fail- 
ure after losing the game by one stroke, when he said, 
“T thought those things happened to other people.” He 
certainly has no intention of retiring from golf. The 
Olympic games were in St. Paul’s mind when he wrote 
to Timothy that he had fought a good fight and finished 
his course and kept the faith. And again when he 
spoke of the great cloud of witnesses, he must have 
been thinking of the audience in the arena; to the con- 
testants the thousands of spectators in the stands would 
look like a cloud. He said, “Let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us.”

Mission Trail, Missouri to India 


The Rey. Dr. Theophil

THEOPHILE TWENTE—with a 
name like that, a man isn’t both- 
ered by receiving other men’s 
mail or phone calls, but he gets 
used to having to explain how 
he got the name and what 
means. 

The name belongs te a S&. 
Louisan, native Missourian, 
world traveler and churchman, 
who went out to India as a mis- 
sionary before World War I, and 
retired recently after serving his 
church for 47 years. 

The Rev. Dr. Theophile Tiwen- 
te spent nearly 20 years in In- 
dia, then served a pastorate at 
North Tonawanda, N. Y. From 
1945 to the end of 1960 he was 
associate secretary of the Board 
of International Missions of the 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, with headquarters here. 

Theophile comes from two 
Greek words, Theos and Philos, 
meaning ‘‘Friend of God.” Twen- 
te is a Dutch name—there is a 
province, an airport and a school 
with the name of Twente in The 
Netherlands. 

But the Greek-Dutch name 
doesn’t mean that this scholarly 
churchman was an immigrant. 
Dr. Twente shares the most ro- 
mantic of all American birth tra- 
ditions: he was born in a log 
cabin, on a farm in Saline coun- 
ty in western Missouri. His fore- 
bears migrated from Holland to 
the United States by way of Ger- 
many. Grandfather Twente came 
from Germany to Missouri at the 
age of 17 and settled near Fem- 
me Osage. He was a tailor who 
sewed many a suit for the young 
theologues at Marthasville, Mo., 
earliest site of Eden Theological 
Seminary, now in Webster 
Groves. 


river,”’ the Rev. Dr. Twente said 
in a recent conversation. “‘ My 
earliest childhood memory goes 
back to a chilly evening when 
my father held me in his arms 
as we watched a river boat go- 
ing downstream, its varicolored 
lights shining brightly and its 
steam organ (calliope) blaring 
loudly.” 

When Theophile was 6 years 
old, his father bought a farm in 
Jackson county, about 16 miles 
east of Independence. The father 
took a wagonload of farm ma- 
chinery to his new place before 
moving the household goods and 
family, and the little boy was 
permitted to go along “for com- 
pany.” The distance was less 
than 70 miles, but it was slow 
going by wagon and team over 
dirt roads, and the farmer and 
his son spent a few nights on 
the way sleeping in barns. 

Dr. Twente remembers work- 
ing daily with his father plowing 
the fields and harvesting the 
grain. “Of course we had no

combines or hayloaders,” he 
said. ‘‘Our tasks in the field and 
barn called for teamwork on the 
part of father and son, as well 
as on the part of the horses and 
mules.” 

Theophile and his two sisters 
and two brothers, all younger 
than he, attended a little country 
school about a mile from their 
home. “We always walked it, 
no matter how deep the mud or 
snow,” he now recalls. “Bone 
Hill School had eight grades and 
45 pupils, all taught by one 
teacher, usually a woman. 


“I didn’t find my only man 
teacher nearly so sympathetic. 
He seemed to like the girls, 
especially the big girls, much 
better than boys. Late one after- 
noon I was seized by the artistic 
urge and began to draw pictures 
on my slate (there was no such 
‘nonsense’ as art being taught in 
the public schools those days). 
A masculine hand reached over 
my shoulder, snatched my slate 
and me to go outside 
and get a stick. It took some 
tinve to find just the right size.

Contract Bridge

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IT IS CERTAINLY not wise for 
declarer to rely upon a finesse 
that has a 50 per cent chance to 
win if there is available an al- 
ternative play that gives him a 
100 per cent chance to win. 

This principle of not depend- 
ing solely upon a finesse gov- 
erns the play of many hands. 
There are many weapons that 
declarer can use to avoid a 
finesse, and which one he em- 
ploys depends upon the circum- 
stances that he faces. 

Examine this hand. Superfi- 
cially, the contract seems to de- 
pend upon the location of the 
king of spades. Declarer can 
lead a spade toward his hand 
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and finesse the queen. If East 
was dealt the king, the finesse 
succeeds and South makes the 
contract. He loses only a spade 
trick. 

But, if, as in the actua] hand 
West has the king, the finesse 
loses, and South goes down since 
he must eventually give up 
another spade trick. 

The possibility of going down 
es the result of an unsuccessful 
finesse is evident as soon as 
dummy appears. What declarer 
does at trick one is look for 
some other line of play that 
does not depend entirely upon 
the luck of East’s having been 
dealt the king of spades. 

Declarer can tell from the 
opening lead of the king of 
clubs that West has the queen. 
Declarer does not know at this 
point which opponent has the 
jack, but he is in position to 
know that if West has it, the 
contract cannot be defeated re- 
gardiess of where the spade 
king is located. 

Accordingly, he wins the 
club with the ace, enters dummy 
with a trump, and ruffs a club. 
He then cashes two diamonds 
and leads the ten of clubs. When 
East plays low, South discards a 
spade. West wins, but must give 
declarer a ruff and discard or 
else lead a spade. Either way, 
South makes the slam. 

If East has the jack of clubs 
and plays it on the ten, South 
can fall back on the spade 
finesse. It costs him nothing to 
attempt the endplay.

Older Campers in Sherwood Forest Program Learn to Serve As Counselors, Do Volunteer Work

“LEADERSHIP IS something 
that is drifting out of the Amer- 


ican culture entirely,” said Miss 


Annabeth Brandle, a tiny, straw- 
berry-haired dynamo who heads 
Sherwood Forest Camping Serv- 
ice in Cuivre River State Park. 
“Children have to be trained to 
lead, to take responsibility. They 
don’t just get it by osmosis.” 
For five years, she has been 
in charge of a special incubator 
for leaders, Leadership Village 
houses the oldest youngsters in 
the complex of different camp vil- 


lages in Sherwood Forest Camps, 


a United Fund agency. A month- 
long, two-summer course in prac- 
tical training and skills of lead- 
ership is offered there to approx- 
imately 50 teen-agers each year. 
Camp opens the third week of 
June for boys, a month later for 
girls. 

Founded in 1936, the village, 
a co-educational, integrated teen- 
age camp, has supplied St. Louis 
with sorely needed recruits for 
14 service professions. 

Applicants for Leadership Vil- 
lage are carefully screened. 

“You can tell early who will 
make a good leader,” says 
“Brandy,” as Miss Brandle is 
known to hundreds of camping 
alumni. “If they’ve just dug 
deep into books and never 
sought out those with similar in- 
terests, they’re likely to be pret- 
ty confused when they get with 
other people. If they’ve worked 
with Boy or Girl Scouts or with 
a church group, if they have 
definite home responsibilities, if 
they think of other peopie rather 
than themselves, they are likely 
to make good leaders. 

“These children probably have 
had parents who urge them to 
try new things, to experiment. 
These mothers and fathers are 
not afraid to turn loose their 
children. I think we ought to 
give medals to lonesome par- 
ents. 

“Some campers don’t work into 
leaders. We have only half es 
many children in the second 
year of Leadership Village as in 
the first. Many do not get asked 
back. It’s always difficult to 
know when to drop a youngster. 
One very shy girl who attended 
only one summer later surprised 
me by starting a nursery school 
in Ankara, Turkey. 

“We take all kinds of potential 
leaders. We had two rough and 
tough boys, referred to us by 
an agency. They'd always be 
in a gang, and they'd always 
lead it. How they would lead 
depended on us. 


“One rated among our very 
best workers with the blind 
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time volunteer work at 40 insti- 
tutions. 
In their first and second year 


of obligatory wintertime volun- 
teer work, each camper puts in 
an average of 80 hours of volun- 
teer service at an agency of his 
choice. This service follows his 
line of particular interest at the 
camp. The approximately 30 
agencies served include cdm- 
munity centers, churches, hos- 
pitals, Y.M.C.A., Red Cross, 
schools for the handicapped and 
orphanages. 

“At Sherwood you learn who 
you are, and you get the courage 
to be different,” said Ryan Den- 
ny, a junior at St. Louis Univer- 
sity High School. “In America, 
television, movies, magazines,

“‘Sometimes,”” Miss Brandle in- 
terjected, “campers say to me, 
‘Tell us what to do, what to 
think.’

One reason youngsters 
find themselves at Sherwood is 
that we are a working democ- 
racy, Decisions are made by 
the group—everybody contrib- 
utes.

A ‘Mental Breakdown’ 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please explain’ what is commonly 
called a mental breakdown. What is the technical name? I 
have looked in several books and cannot find a definition. 
What are the physical and mental symptoms that precede 
a mental breakdown? What hope is there for cure? J.K. 
The reason you can’t find a definition is because 
mental breakdown isn’t a term that means exactly 
anything. It’s like saying that somebody’s health 
“broke down.” 
A mental breakdown can mean any of a variety 

of mental or emotional conditions, of varying pros- 

pects for cure, and of varying intensity, so long as the 

illness is severe enough to prevent the patient from 
getting along in normal society. 

Any number of us may have mild emotional problems, 
@r one of the many “phobias,” or unreasoningly severe fears 
of such things as height. Many persons believe that emo- 
tional illness is a better term than mental illness, for a 
“mental patient” may be and many times is intellectually 
very bright. Mental retardation is an entirely different 
matter. 

The eeabtionalty ill person is one who just cannot stand 
the pressures under which he lives—fear, anxiety, guilt, etc., 
either imagined or real. 

Under the pressure of such things, people some- 
times finally take refuge in an emotional illness. They 


| withdraw, mentally or emotionally, from the real 


world. In some extreme cases they retreat to a sort 
or distorted infancy, unable (or unwilling) to talk, 
read, of even feed themselves. In other cases they 
may live in a world of imagination, hearing voices 
that do not exist, seeing things that are not there. 
Their emotions, the powerful ones of anxiety and 
the like, make them so ill in matters of the mind that 
they cannot operate, just as ilinesses of the body, when 
extreme, can put a person flat on his back. 


What hope of cure? It depends on the case, but more 
and more are being cured and are returning to their jobs 


and families. 


Symptoms? I don’t mean to duck the question, but this 
is so complicated that not even a book would cover the topic. 


It. would require a whole library.
